there isn't much that can be done today to ease the plight of 
these sufferers. W i n d carries the pollen to such distances that 
M o r g a n county could be completely free of the ragweed and 
sti 11 not be immune to hay fever. Even those sufferers who seek 
refuge in Minnesota have their unhappy moments when there 
is a strong wind from the south. 


But if every community went to work systematically on 
the ragweed, real relief would be provided. It is pretty late to 
do this for 1948, except for those communities having ordin- 
ances which require all property owners to exterminate the 
ragweed; a n d it isn't easy under that plan. A n easier way is 
to kill the plants when they are young by spraying them. If

War Total More 
Than 16 Billions 


Geneva, Switzerland, Aug. 20.—UP) 
—In the" three years since the end of 
the war, the United States govern- 
ment has given reconstruction grants 
to the rest of the world totalling 
more than $16.000,000,000, exclusive 
of the European recovery program. 


Statistics supplied to the United 
Nations economic and social coun- 
cil showed today that U. S. govern- 
ment loans, property credits and 
grants to the rest of the world be- 
tween July 1. 1945 and March SI, 
1948. amounted to $16.326,000,000. In 
addition. U. S. government credit 
and relief grants still to be utilized, 
including the ERP, totalled over $9,- 
000.000,000 dollars.

Dr. Paul L Day 
Wins Award Of 
Chemical Society 


St. Louis, Aug. 20.—(JP)—Dr. Paul 
L. Day, head of the department of 
biochemistry in the University of 
Arkansas' School of Medicine, was 
named today as winner of the 1948 
midwest award from the St. Louis 
division of the American Chemical 
Society. 


His work led to characterization 
of a new member of the vitamin B- 
complex, now known as powerful 
help to liver extracts in treating 
penicious anemia.

Kansas, Iowa, Arkansas, Oklahoma, 
Nebraska, Kentucky and Tennessee 
are eligible for the gold medallion 
award given annually for the out- 
standing contribution to advance- 
ment of chemistry.

Work by Dr. Day on the nutrition 
of the rhesus monkey early in the 
1930's led to characterization of the 
vitamin, previously unrecognized as 
an independent substance. By 1938 
he had differentiated this vitamin 
from all other known members of 
the B-complex group and named it 
vitamin "M". 


Dr. Day has headed the universi- 
ty's biochemistry department since 
he received his doctor's degree at 
Columbia University in 1927. 


The 1947 award went to Dr. And- 
erson W. Ralston of the Armour 
Research Laboratories, Chicago.
